Each Side Claims 
Do wn in g o f Jet 


TEL AVIV, Israel (AP) - Is­ 
raeli and Sy ria fou ght their first 
air battle since Febru ary Thu rs­ 
day and each side claimed the 
downing of one plane. 
It was a tangle of jet fighters 
20,000 feet abov e 
the Golan 
Heights, Sy rian territory occu ­ 
pied by IsraeH forces since the 
war of Ju ne 1967. 
An Israeli military spokesman 
said two Sov iet-bu ilt MIG21s at­ 
tempted to slip across the Golan 
Heights cease-fire line bu t were 
met by a equ al nu mber of Israe­ 
li jets. The Israelis knocked one 
MIG down and sent the other 
fleeing, the spokesman added. 
The pilot was seen parachu ting 
inside Sy rian territory . 
The spokesman said the Israe­ 
li jets—their ty pes were not dis­ 
closed—retu rned safely to their 
base. 
A Sy rian broadcast acknowl­ 
edged that one Sy rian plane was 
shot down in the dogfight bu t it 
said one Israeli jet also was 
blasted down. 
The broadcast 
said it was one of six Israeli 
planes that swept into Sy rian 
airspace bu t were driv en off. 
The broadcast added that the

Since the Middle East war of 
Ju ne 5-10, 1967, Israel claims to 
hav e downed 10 MIG21s su p­ 
plied to the Arabs by the Sov iet 
Union.

The MIG17 won its fame 
on the Commu nist side in the 
Korean War.

In ­ 
ch o n an d Vietn am. American s h av e alway s 
fo u gh t well fo r cau se an d co u n try . 
Yet we are n o t a warlike p eo p le. Th e war­ 
rio r state h as n ev er been o u r go al. Ou r deep ­ 
est attach m en ts h av e alway s been to th e p u r­ 
su its o f p eace. An d if we h av e rejo iced in v ic­ 
to ry , th e real reaso n h as n o t been th e m ater­ 
ial sp o ils th at it migh t brin g bu t becau se it 
h as mean t th e retu rn o f p eace. 
All to o o ften , h o wev er, we h av e taken th e 
retu rn o f p eace as a sign al fo r n atio n al re­ 
lax atio n . We h av e n o t p u rsu ed th e n atio n al 
welfare an d betterm en t in p eace with th e ar­ 
do r an d v alo r we h av e dev o ted to war. 
On th is day wh en , abo v e all o th ers, we p au se 


to remember with pride and pain the tragic, 


ultimate sacrifice all to o many tho usands have 
had to pay that we might do well in war, it is 


fitting that we also pause to po nder o ur co m­ 
mitment to o ur ho no red dead. 
Its fulfillment requires mo re than flags, flo w­ 
ers and memo rials. It requires that we dedi­ 
cate o urselves to perfecting in peace the so ­ 
ciety their sacrifice has preserved with an ar­ 
do r at least equal to theirs in preserving it.

IT’S GOTTEN SO TOUGH in so me cities that 


mo dest two -bedro o m apartments in new build­ 
ings are renting fo r $650 to $750 mo nthly , with a 


15 per cent increase guaranteed at the end o f a 


three-y ear lease. 
Fairness dictates that it must be repo rted 
that the co st o f land and mo ney and material 
also has risen. But who can igno re the ro le o f 


such increases as tho se wo n by the Bo sto n 
bricklay ers recently — $1.30 an ho ur per man 
o ver o ne y ear, meaning $52 a week per man o n 
a 40 ho ur basis — o r the Flint, Mich, labo rers’ 
increase o f $1.70 in o ne y ear, o r a $68 package 


increase per man per week. 
So the Asso ciated General Co ntracto rs wro te 
and telegraphed Mr. Nix o n say ing, in effect, 
desperatio n is understatement, hy steria is fu­ 
tile, reaso n is elusive, and so meo ne had better 
rescue the land fro m the hammer and claw. 


Recently , Carl M. Halvo rso n, President o f the 
Asso ciated General Co ntracto rs (in which Po st­ 
master General Winto n (Red) Blo unt was an 
active leader) received a brief no te fro m Paul 
McCracken, chairman o f the President's Co un­ 
cil o f Eco no mic Advisers.

And the present rap­ 
id rise in bo th prices and wages in the industry 
is a matter to which we are giving clo se atten­ 
tio n.

In the eso teric language o f a White Ho use o f­ 
ficial who kno ws that his letter undo ubtedly will 
be made public, Mr. McCracken is say ing that 
we kno w ho w brutal all this is and we are 
watching but what can any bo dy do abo ut it? 
No o ne kno ws. What can any bo dy do !h Kan­ 
sa s Gty , where they are co nstructing a new 
airpo rt, a new spo rts co mplex and a new ho spi­ 
tal sy stem ( C h i l d r e n ’s Mercy Ho spital)? 
There’s a full emplo y ment bo o m. The city is 
sho rt 7,000 skilled draftsmen, o r 25 per cent o f 
a po ssible 28 ,000 available jo bs. 
So , fo r ex ample, ho w is any o ne go ing to sto p 
the iro nwo rkers fro m demanding a $9 -an-ho ur 
rate — o r $18 , o r any thing? 
That’s the sto ry every where as the natio n’s 
building and co nstructio n pacts o pen up these 
day s. 
Apartments,

The Mail 
Situation 


WASHINGTON — Mail delivery is getting 


wo rse and wo rse thro ugho ut the United States. 
Whether packages o r airmail letters are being 


sent, the delay s are startling. 
Last week this co rrespo ndent received a let­ 
ter fro m Saraso ta, Fla., that to o k 11 day s to be 
delivered and 
ano ther 
letter 
fro m 
Bo sto n, 
Mass., delivered 10 day s after mailing. 
These are no t rare instances. Peo ple all o ver 
the co untry are co mplaining abo ut the mails. 
President 
Nix o n 
has 
anno unced 
that 
he 
agrees with President J o hnso n that the reco m­ 
mendatio n made by a natio nal co mmissio n, pro ­ 
po sing the establishment o f an independent co r­ 
po ratio n to handle the mails, sho uld be ado pted. 


MR. NIXON DECLARES that, witho ut such a 
sy stem, Co ngress either wi'l have to raise po s­ 
tage rates o r the tax pay ers will have to bear 
the burden o f pay ing deficits far greater than 
at present, when they are running at a billio n 
do llars a y ear. 
In the last 10 y ears, the deficits have amo u n t­ 
ed to mo re than $8 billio n and Mr. Nix o n say s it 
will be twice that much if the past practices o f 
the Po st Office Department are co nt'nued. 
What is no t generally realized is that the P^st 
Office Department to day handles an unpre­ 
cedented vo lume o f m ail—appro x imately 8 4 bil­ 
lio n pieces annually —which is almo st as much 
as the po stage svstems o f all the o ther co un­ 
tries in the wo rld co mbined. 
Mo re capital is needed so as to take advan­ 
tage o f machines available to handle and pro ­ 
cess the mail. The Po st Office Department h as 
no t invested eno ugh capital to do its jo b. 
Po stmaster General Blo unt, who was fo rmer­ 
ly the head o f the U.S. Chamber o f Co mmerce, 
po inted o ut recently that there is no need fo r 
large po st o ffice buildings in the center o f ci­ 
ties. He said they co uld be better placed o n the 
o utskirts where there is access to highway s, 
airlines and trains, while small branch po st o f­ 
fices wo uld be lo cated inside the cities. 
Even the mail within cities is frequently de­ 
lay ed. Mr. Blo unt said in an interview recently : 
“ Yo u hear peo ple in o ur big cities talking 
abo ut mail taking three o r fo ur day s to get 
acro ss to wn when it can cro ss the co untry in 
a day o r so .” 
But the fact is that it o ften do esn’t go acro ss 
the co untry in a day o r so , either. The Po st Of­ 
fice Department is frequently co nfro nted with 
co mplaints, particularly because o f the damage 
suffered when impo rtant business mail ls de­ 
lay ed. 
While there has been much discussio n in the 
last two y ears abo ut a go vernment-o wned but 
Independent co rpo ratio n to o perate the mails, 
members o f Co ngress are reluctant to do much 
abo ut it. They want to keep co ntro l o f the po st 
o ffice because they feel it benefits them po liti­ 
cally . Many po stmasters o we their jo bs to 
members o f Co ngress who m they have usually 
helped in their campaigns. 
But the real o ppo nents are to be fo und In the 
po stal unlo hs. Rep. Mo rris Udall o f Arizo na, a 
Demo crat, say s the pro po sal “ will never pass 
as lo ng as po stal unio ns are o ppo sed to it.” He 
suggests that their fears abo ut “ being thro wn 
to the wo lves” must be calmed. 
Actually , he co ntends, they wo uld be far bet­ 
ter o ff under the pro po sed sy stem. The Ho use 
Republican leader Gerald Fo rd say s that if the 
refo rms are to be enacted, po stal emplo y es 
must change their stand against it. 


Under President Nix o n’s plan, po stal wo rkers 
wo uld have new and ex tensive co llective-bar­ 
gaining rights. But they wo uld no t have th e 
right to strike. A permanent panel o n disputes 
wo uld be set up with autho rity to enfo rce bind­ 
ing arbitratio n. 


PRESIDENT NIXON declares it is “ bad busi­ 
ness, bad go vernment and bad po litics” to co n­ 
tinue to po ur tax mo ney into an inefficient po sf- 
ai service. He urges that effective refo rms be 
made, with the large amo unts o f capital re­ 
quired fo r mo dernizatio n to be o btained thro ugh 
the issuance o f bo nds. 


It co uld be, o f co urse, that if Co ngress blo cks 
the plan, pro tests will be no ted in the co ngres­ 
sio nal campaign o f 1970. 
Fo r there are plenty o f perso ns who have 
been anno y ed by the delay s in the delivery o f 
mail and many members o f Co ngress o f bo th 
parties may be surprised at the vo tes against 
them If so mething isn’t do ne to impro ve the od- 
eratio ns o f the po st o ffices thro ugho ut the Unit­ 
ed States.

sent, th e delay s are startling. 
Last week th is co rrespo ndent receiv ed a let­ 
ter fro m Saraso ta, Fla., th at to o k 11 day s to be 
deliv ered 
and 
ano th er 
letter 
fro m 
Bo sto n, 
Mass., deliv ered 10 day s after mailing. 
Th ese are no t rare instances. Peo ple all o v er 
th e co u ntry are co mplaining abo u t th e mails. 
President 
Nix o n 
h as 
anno u nced 
th at 
lie 
agrees with President Jo h nso n th at th e reco m­ 
mendatio n made by a natio nal co mmissio n, pro ­ 
po sing th e establish ment o f an independent co r­ 
po ratio n to h andle th e mails, sh o u ld be ado pted. 


MR. NIXON DECLARES th at, with o u t su ch a 
sy stem, Co ngress eith er wi’l h av e to raise po s­ 
tage rates o r th e tax pay ers will h av e to bear 
th e bu rden o f pay ing deficits far greater th an 
at present, wh en th ey are ru nning at a billio n 
do llars a y ear. 
In th e last 10 y ears, th e deficits h av e amo u nt­ 
ed to mo re th an $8 billio n and Mr. Nix o n say s it 
will be twice th at mu ch if th e past practices o f 
th e Po st Office Departm ent are co nt'nu ed.

tries in th e wo rld co mbined. 
Mo re capital is needed so as to take adv an­ 
tage o f mach ines av ailable to h andle and pro ­ 
cess th e mail. Th e Po st Office Departm ent h as 
no t inv ested eno u gh capital to do its jo b. 
Po stm aster General Blo u nt, wh o was fo rm er­ 
ly th e h ead o f th e U.S. Ch amber o f Co mmerce, 
po inted o u t recently th at th ere is no need fo r 
large po st o ffice bu ildings in th e center o f ci­ 
ties. He said th ey co u ld be better placed o n th e 
o u tskirts wh ere th ere is access to h igh way s, 
airlines and trains, wh ile small branch po st o f­ 
fices wo u ld be lo cated inside th e cities. 
Ev en th e mail with in cities is frequ ently de­ 
lay ed. Mr. Blo u nt said in an interv iew recently : 
“ Yo u h ear peo ple in o u r big cities talking 
abo u t mail taking th ree o r fo u r day s to get 
acro ss to wn wh en It can cro ss th e co u ntry in 
a day o r so .” 
Bu t th e fact is th at it o ften do esn’t go acro ss 
th e co u ntry in a day o r so , eith er. Th e Po st Of­ 
fice Department is frequ ently co nfro nted with 
co mplaints, particu larly becau se o f th e dam age 
su ffered wh en im po rtant bu siness mail Is de­ 
lay ed. 
Wh ile th ere h as been mu ch discu ssio n in th e 
last two y ears abo u t a go v ernment-o wned bu t 
independent co rpo ratio n to o perate th e mails, 
members o f Co ngress are relu ctant to do mu ch 
abo u t it. Th ey want to keep co ntro l o f th e po st 
o ffice becau se th ey feel it benefits th em po liti­ 
cally . Many po stm asters o we th eir jo bs to 
members o f Co ngress wh o m th ey h av e u su ally 
h elped in th eir campaigns. 
Bu t th e real o ppo nents are to be fo u nd in th e 
po stal u nio ns. Rep. M o rris Udall o f Arizo na, a 
Demo crat, say s th e pro po sal “ will nev er pass 
as lo ng as po stal u nio ns are o ppo sed to it.” He 
su ggests th at th eir fears abo u t “ being th ro wn 
to th e wo lv es” m u st be calmed. 
Actu ally , h e co ntends, th ey wo u ld be far bet­ 
ter o ff u nder th e pro po sed sy stem. Th e Ho u se 
Repu blican leader Gerald Fo rd say s th at if th e 
refo rms are to be enacted, po stal emplo y es 
mu st ch ange th eir stand against it. 
Under President Nix o n’s plan, po stal wo rkers 
wo u ld h av e new and ex tensiv e co llectiv e-bar­ 
gaining righ ts. Bu t th ey wo u ld no t h av e th e 
righ t to strike. A perm anent panel o n dispu tes 
wo u ld be set u p with au th o rity to enfo rce bind­ 
ing arbitratio n. 


PRESIDENT NIXON declares it is “bad bu si­ 
ness, bad go v ernment and bad po litics” to co n­ 
tinu e to po u r tax mo ney into an inefficient po s*- 
al serv ice.

Marshall President Bids To Keep University In M AC 


Conference Hits 
'Irregularities' 


Demands Disclosure 
Of Aid to Athletes 


HUNTINGTON, W. Va. (AP) 
—Marshall Univ ersity President 
Dr. R o l a n d H. Nelson has 
pledged “ to do aU within my 
power’’ to see that Marshall re­ 
mains in the Mid American Con­ 
ference. 
Nelson said a report will be 
made to the office of Conference 
Commissioner Robert Jam es in 
Columbus, Ohio, by June 30, as 
demanded by the conference’s 
Council of Presidents. 
M arshall was ordered by the 
conference to report on alleged 
irregularities in its athletic pro­ 
gram and to mak e a full presen­ 
tation of the step 
0 that hav e 
been and are being tak en to de­ 
v elop intercollegiate athletic fa­ 
cilities at the school of reason­ 
able comparability to sim ilar fa­ 
cilities of other conference in­ 
stitutions. 
The sev en - m em ber confer- 
day for a “ full and complete 
disclosure relativ e to the recruit­ 
m ent of, financial assistance to, 
and admission of student ath­ 
letes to the intercollegiate ath 
letic program ” at Marshall. 
Nelson told a news conference 
Wednesday the alleged irregu­ 
larities apparently concern fed­ 
erally insured loans to student 
athletes. 
Nelson said some irregular­ 
ities did exist when he cam e to 
the univ ersity last year, but the 
school now is in compliance with 
conference rules. 
A group of freshmen football 
players complained in 
M a r c h 
that they had been recruited to 
come to Marshall u n d e r false 
pretenses. The disgruntled stu­ 
dents said they had been prom­ 
ised financial assistance if they 
qualified to play freshman foot­ 
ball. 
Coach Perry Moss denied the 
contentions, sayrng the players 
were told that assistance would 
be prov ided only to those who 
m ade the v arsity team . 
Athletic Director E dgar B ar­ 
rett later said he felt the uni­ 
v ersity had a “moral obligation” 
to help the football recruits com­ 
plete their education. 
The conference also 
a s k e d 
Marshall for a report on plans 
concerning dev elopment of inter­ 
collegiate athletic facilities. 
Nelson term ed the request “an 
ultim atum .” He said Marshall 
m ust “comm it itself to close a 
13-year athletic facilities gap or 
our status in the Mid-American 
Conference is in djubt.”

15,96 2 ho spital beds fo r retard­ 
ed perso ns but o nly pro v ided 
10,800 beds. 
Carney said Ohio ranks fo rty - 
seco nd amo ng the states In the 
number o f phy sicians per pa­ 
tient in its state mental ho spi­ 
tals. 
He said nine o f Ohio ’s 14 men­ 
tal institutio ns were built be­ 
fo re 1900 and that nine o ut o f 
the 10 large mental ho spitals 
are no n-accredited. 
“ These 
are 
facts 
and fig­ 
ures,” Carney said, in a re­ 
lease, “ but they are abo ut peo ­ 
ple . . . pro fit may no t be a dir 
ty wo rd in Ohio , but co mpas­ 
sion o bv io usly is.”
